DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 8, 9, 1 3, 20-21 , 25-26, 28-30, and 32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches a process for forming a polar film on a surface of an organic film where the film 
Is formed of silicon, carbon, hydrogen and oxygen; modifying the film to Impart an 
affinity by irradiating with electron beams in a rare gas atmosphere such as argon by 
exposing the film to a first pressure and imparting an affinity at a second pressure; 
applying a polar liquid to the surface of the organic film. 

3. The prior art reference Gallagher et al. provides examples of treating the film 
using heat where the resulting contact angle is 68°. However, Gallagher et al. fails to 
teach or show examples of obtaining angles less than. Furthermore Ross does not state 
how the electron beam treatment changes/ decreases the contact angle of a 
sllsesquloxane film to be below 58°. Therefore the prior art fails to teach treating the film 
comprises of silicon, carbon, hydrogen and oxygen with electron beams in order to 
provide the surface with a contact angle of less than 58°.
